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PROTEST UPDATE 


The FTII strike to protest the ad-hoc nature of selection and nominations of persons in 
FTII governing council which is the key decision making body of the institute enters its 6'" 
day. This move clearly compromises the autonomy of our institute. The fears of coloured 
political agenda affecting the quality and the integrity are not isolated and have been 
evident in other such appointments across the country as well. 


The momentum has been strong in this regard, as encouragements have been pouring in 
from artists, writers, performers, film makers, activists and alumnus FTII such as Sriram 
Raghavan, Rakesh Sharma, Anand Patwardhan, Yogendra Yadav, P.K.Nair, Ajitha 
Suchitraveera, M.K.Raina, Stalin K, Arunima Sharma, Gurvinder Singh (National Award 
winning film- makers) and many more. We have also received strong support from 
student bodies such as AISA, JNSU, SRFTII, TISS, Jadavpur University, Presidency College 
Kolkata, SFI Hyderabad, and so on who have expressed their strong solidarity to our 
cause. Simultaneous protests are happening across different cities in the country which 
include New Delhi, Calicut, Kolkata, Hyderabad and Kochi. 


In the same Spirit Veteran Filmmaker, 14 times National Award recipient Padmashri 
Girish Kasaravalli, would address the students today at FTII premises, in the evening. 


We _re-emphasize the point of the protest, which is to preserve the institutional 
autonomy. Our demand to the Ministry is that they reconsider its appointment and also 
re-look at the process of constituting the FTII society and its members.
